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Coleman Board 01 Trade Hear 
Report On Bulk Loading Docks 


D. B. Young, general manager 
of the Coleman Collieries Ltd. gave 
a very Interesting address to the 
Coleman Board of Trade on his 
recent visit to Japan as a member 
of the Canadian Coal Mission. 

Mr. Young pointed out that as 
several small shipments of Alberta 
and British Columbia coking coal 
had been shipped to the Japanese 
steel industries during 1957 and 
1958, negotiations had arrived at a 
point where It was deemed neces¬ 
sary to send a delegation of coal 
operators from this district to Ja¬ 
pan to confer directly with steel 
industries and to explore the pos¬ 
sibilities of coal from the Crows 
Nest Pass area being used in their 
operations. Coking coal from the 
Vicary Creek mine of the Coleman 
Collieries Ltd. has been under test 
for some time in addition to coal 
from other mines in this area. 

The coal mission left Vancouver 
by Canadian Pacific Airlines “Bris¬ 
tol Brittania” plane on October 26 
and after 18% hours of flying ar¬ 
rived in Tokyo. The flight was 
without incident and very pleasant 
all the way. 

The mission was met by officials 
of the Canadian Embassy, the steel 
companies and several trading com¬ 
panies of Tokyo, and the delega¬ 
tion were immediately conveyed to 
their hotel headquarters. Complete 
itinerary for the mission to sec; 
and meet the steel companies was 
arranged by the Canadian Trade 
Consul, Mr. L. Mutter, so the pur¬ 
poses of the mission started im¬ 
mediately. Courtesy calls were 
made upon the Canadian Ambassa¬ 
dor, Mr. Bull, who welcomed the 
delegation and made available in¬ 
numerable services. 

Calls were then made upon Jap¬ 
anese government officials, at cab¬ 
inet levels who all expressed in¬ 
terest In Canadian coal ar.d the 
possibility of selling Japanese steel 
products In Canada. 

Interviews were then arranged 
with the big three steel companies 
and the Steel Federation of Japan 
in their various offices in Tokyo, 
to explore with them the possibil¬ 
ity of their using Canadian coal in 
tonnages that would be of interest 
to us. 

Visits to the steel plant's of the 
Yawata Steel Corpn., Fuji Steel 
tad Nippon Kokan K.K. were ar¬ 
ranged and the coal mission shown 
all the various coals purchased and 
how they were blended in the mak¬ 
ing of coke suitable for blast furn¬ 
ace operation, in the making of 
pig iron and steel. At these plants 
were some 800 miles apart travel 
by plane, trains and car was neces¬ 
sary which at times gave the mis¬ 
sion members a very good bird’s- 
eye view of the country. 

The steel companies engineers 
kindly supplied the men with com¬ 
plete results of the testing and 
blending of Canadian coals with 
coals supplied from the United 
States, Russia and Australia, and 
Japanese coals, and the general 
conclusions were that "if the price 
was right Canadian coal could be 
used." 

The coal mission travelled some 
2.000 miles in Japan, visiting ma¬ 
jor plants where coking coal was 
used and Investigated the market 
possibilities on those areas which 
tncluded cities such as Osaka, Ha- 
kata, Kyoto, Kobe and Nagoya. 

Japan as an industrial country 
is very busy and in every steel 
plant and ship building yard there 
was ample evidence of rapid and 
considerable expansion, hence their 
expected increase in the importa¬ 
tion of coking coal from the pre¬ 
sent three million tons to about 
nine million tons by 1963. Japan 
coal mines produce about 58 mil¬ 
lion tons of coal per year, much 
of it which is ordinary steam coal, 
and the balance coking coal, the 
price of which is quite high, and 
the quality leaves something to be 
desired. 

Considering the extent of indust¬ 
rial expansion being planned for 
in Japan and the certain limlta 
tions of their domestic supply of 

coking coal there is a hopeful op¬ 
timism that Canadian coal can 
establish itself on the Japanese 
economy. Much stress was laid 
upon the coal mission by the Jap¬ 
anese industrialists relative to the 
consumption of Japanese steel 
products in Canada and they stat¬ 
ed quite frankly that Canada was 


looked upon as one of its major 
potential markets. 

Russia is selling coal to Japan 
on the barter system — steel for 
coal — so price and quality here 
are not (he only considerations. 

Australia has been selling coal 
to Japan this past year and the 
mission were given to understand 
that at least part payment would 
be accepted in the form of new 
ships on any new business. 

However, both coals on an f.o.b. 
basis are somewhat lower in price 
than most Canadian and United 
States coals which makes our po¬ 
sition quite vulnerable. 

After two weeks of continuous 
negotiations the coal mission left 
by plane for Hong Kong, for a well 
earned rest, which proved to be 
short lived as the mission were re¬ 
called to Tokyo by the Canadian 
Embassy for contniued negotia¬ 
tions on the subject of Canadian 
(oal. 

These renewed negotiations re¬ 
plied in our being invited to tend- 
i r on a prearranged tonnage of 
coking coal over a five-year pe¬ 
riod. The invitation bids are now 
iu the hands of the Japanese steel 
companies for their consideration, 
which we hope will result in the 
flow of Canadian coal to the Japan¬ 
ese markets. 

The year 1959 should show some 
h dication or trend of the accept¬ 
ance of our coal and naturally the 
(a gree of success of the coal mis¬ 
sion. 

Mr. Young stated he was pleased 
to say that the delegation were 
treated with the utmost respect by 
all concerned in Japan. The Cana¬ 
dian Embassy, the steel companies 
and the trading companies spared 
no efforts in making the mission’s 
visit well worthwhile both in busi¬ 
ness and socially. The men were 
shown everything possible in the 
coal, coke and steel making opera¬ 
tions and the social hour was al¬ 
ways amply provided for. 

The mission was entertained at 
the Canadian Embassy in a style 
befitting our country, and the steel 
companies and trading companies 
always entertained in a typical 
Japanese style, which being very 
novel to the mission as Canadians, 
was at times deeply and gratefully 
enjoyed, and appreciated by the 
group. 

Mr. Young stated that no matter 
where we were in Japan everybody 
seemed to be busy, whether in the 
city, the shipbuilding yards or on 
the land. 

Growing rice and all other forms 
of vegetables and food seemed to 
be predominant which is not to be 
unexpected to meet the demands 
of some 80 million people crowded 
in an area similar to the size of 
Alberta. 

This, commented Mr. Young, i* 
another reason why Japan must 
expand industrially and be in a 
posittoii' to export manufactured 
goods and import foodstuffs and 
raw materials to Keep their grow¬ 
ing population gainfully employed. 

Much of the country side in Ja¬ 
pan is similar to our own Rocky 
Mountain area, and in some in¬ 
stances, like our foothills. 

There are many natural park 
areas such as Nara and Nikke— 
which are studded with shrines of 
an architectural design very inter¬ 
esting to we Canadians. Crowds of 
people visit the parks on week¬ 
ends »nd seemed deeply interested 
in the ancient history of each and 
every shrine. 

In conclusion Mr. Young said the 
over-all visit was most impressive 
and informative and it is the hope 
of the Canadian Coal Mission that 
the good relations they have help¬ 
ed to establish in Japan will bear 
fruit in the form of a new coal 
business, which in turn will help 
to rejuvenate the jaded spirits of 
our ailing coal industry in the 
Crows Nest Pass. 

Mayor Frank Aboussafy expres¬ 
sed a sincere vote of thanks to 
Mr. Young for the excellent talk 
which he described as being the 
next best thing to taking a trip 
to Japan.

The committee presented a num¬ 
ber of recommendations to the gov¬ 
ernment on various projects that 
could be undertaken in the Pass to 
alleviate winter unemployment in 
the district. 

The local group met with E. W 
Hinman, Provincial Treasurer; 
Gordon Taylor, Minister of High¬ 
ways; Norman Wilmore, Minister 
of Lands and Forests; James Hart¬ 
ley. Minister of Public Works, and 

E. Hooke, Minister of Municipal 
Affairs. 

Although the meeting with Mr. 
Hooke was brief, the delegation 
was assured by Mr. Taylor and 
Mr. Hinman, that Mr. Hooke would 
he. made fully aware of the need 
i or work in the Pass and Mr. Hin- 
nan also said they would look with 
’.ivor on the recommendations by 


the delegation. 

The sum of $70,000 was allotted 
for winter work projects which 
will include rock work on the num¬ 
ber three highway west of Cole¬ 
man and around Crows Nest Lake 
and possibly some Work east of 
Coleman.

Attempts 
will be made to have two or three 
crews working. 

Consideration will also possibly 
be given to brush work in the Ada- 
liac district from the Summit to 
the Carbondale and the Forest Re¬ 
serve in ID 10 and ID 8.

Mr. Kovach also stated that work

low many men would be required 
until the work got underway.

New X-ray Installed 
at C.N.P. Hospital 

A new Picker X-ray machine has 
been installed in the hospital dur¬ 
ing the past month. 

The new machine is a 200 MA 
Picker twin tube radiographic and 
fleuroscopic X-ray machine and is 
valued at $10,000. The equipment 
was not paid for by the local hos¬ 
pital but was supplied through a 
Dominion government equipment 
grant, which grant was administer¬ 
ed by the province. Since the grants 
terminate as of December 31, 1958, 
the hospital was fortunate in be¬ 
ing able to exchange the former 
100 MA X-ray machine for the pre¬ 
sent equipment, 

V, J, Horejsi, secretary of the 
hospital, stated that the' new ma¬ 
chine has many advantages with 
the main one to the general public 
being that when it is necessary for 
them to have an X-ray that with 
the new machine they are exposed 
to much less radiation than with 
the previous machine as the new 
X-ray is so powerful that it pene¬ 
trates faster which means a short¬ 
er exposure time. 

The machine also provides much 
better X-ray pictures. 

Another important feature, Mr. 
Horejsi stated, was that when flu- 
orscopy is being done the operator 
can, if he finds it necessary, take 
up to four spot X-rays with just 
the flick, of a finger which provides 
for a more detailed diagnosis of a 
patient’s troubles. 

Mr. Horejsi said that with the 
new machine that there Is no long¬ 
er any need for the patients to be 
moved off of a bed or a stretcher 
onto the X-ray table as the new 
machine is so versatile with its 
twin track tube stand that X-rays 
can be taken at almost any po¬ 
sition. 

The new machine is a credit to 
the hospital and is greatly appreci¬ 
ated by the local physicians.

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great deal of attention to coal. 

There was a feeling across Can¬ 
ada that a country with such huge 
resources could — and should — 
become self-sufficient in the fuel. 
This was very strong though it 
had elements of economic fallacy. 

From 1921 to 1926 coal matters 
were successively considered by a 
special committee of the Senate, a 
select standing committee of the 
House and a second special com¬ 
mittee of the House as well as by 
the Royal Commission on Maritime 
Claims. 

All these various bodies agreed 
on one thing. 

That Parliament should assist 
the movement of coal from mines 
in both Eastern and Western Can¬ 
ada to the major centre of con¬ 
sumption in Ontario and Quebec. 

There followed a period of trial 
and investigation into the costs in¬ 
volved. Finally a subvention pol¬ 
icy emerged which has been ap¬ 
plied ever since. 

The first funds for coal ship¬ 
ment subventions in the present 
sense were voted in the 1924-1925 
fiscal year. The minister of mines 
was authorized to direct their pay¬ 
ment. 

He delegated the responsibility 
of administration to the Dominion 
Fuel Board and 42,000 tons of Mari¬ 
time coal were shipped under sub¬ 
vention. 

Meanwhile the Board of Rail¬ 
way Commissioners was instruct¬ 
ed to conduct a series of tests and 
investigations into costs of trans¬ 
porting coal to the central provin¬ 
ces from the Eastern and Western 
deposits. 

This experimental and investi¬ 
gation stage lasted until about 1928 
by which time subventions and 
their administration had settled 
down to a routine responsibility of 
the Dominion Fuel Board. 

By the outbreak of World War II 
Dominion Fuel Board had acquired 
great knowledge and experience in 
coal. 

During the war Nazi U-boats op¬ 
erating in the gulf and the lower 
part of the St. Lawrence cut Cent¬ 
ral Canada off almost completely 
from water shipments of Cape Bre¬ 
ton coal. 

But by the time this became a 
really serious problem, the U. S. 
was in the war. The allotment of 
fuel supplies for emergency pur¬ 
poses was worked out on a co-op¬ 
erative basis between the two coun¬ 
tries. 

This means that Ontario and 
Quebec received a large amount of 
coal from the U. S.. while Cape 
Breton coal found its way over¬ 
land to U. S. users. 

It meant that Nova Scotia lost 
outlets in Ontario which used about 
900,000 tons s year. These markets 
bavt nsv«r bean recovered to any 


great extent. 

The Dominion Fuel Board was 
reconstructed at the end ot the 
war and continued to function un¬ 
til the establishment of the Domin¬ 
ion Coal Board in 1947. 

As Mines Minister Paul Comtois 
recently stated in the House of 
Commons: 

The Canadian product is not sub¬ 
sidized to sell for less than other 
coals, nor is it subsidized against 
any other forms of energy. The 
assistance only permits the con¬ 
sumer in Centra! Canada to choose 
between Canadian and imported 
coal at the same price level. 

Canadian producers benefit also 
from the 50c a ton duty on im¬ 
ported coal. 

For Nova Scotia coal the maxi¬ 
mum subvention is $5.25 to move 
one ton to the present subvention

The main problem faced by Ca¬ 
nadian coal: Where it is mined 
there are no big markets. 

Canada’s main coal users are sit¬ 
uated far from nearest Canadian 
sources. They are much closer to 
U. S. ooal fields. 

Partially, to compensate for this, 
Ottawa —• acting through the Do¬ 
minion Coal Board — has since 
1925 followed the practice of grant¬ 
ing subventions on coal shipped 
within Canada. 

The basic coal subvention policy 
which has been followed by all Ca¬ 
nadian governments since that time 
is simply, within prescribed limits, 
to pay enough of the transportation 
costs to make quantities of Cana¬ 
dian coal competitive in principal 
ooal-uslng regions. 

For this reason the coal industry 
finds itself in almost constant con¬ 
sultation with Ottawa, usually try¬ 
ing to have subventions increased 
to open new markets. 

The history of government help 
for the coal industry goes back to 
Confederation. 

Immediately before Confedera¬ 
tion, Nova Scotia mines had a 
thriving coal trade with the east¬ 
ern seaboard of the U. S. They ex¬ 
ported some 70 per cent of their 
total production to the area. 

But in 1866, the U. S. government 
imposed a duty of $1.25 per ton 
on Canadian coal. With the high 
purchasing power of the dollar in 
those days, that became a monu¬ 
mental stumbling block. 

The Nova Scotia producers, vir¬ 
tually cut off from their tradition¬ 
al market, turned to developing 
new ones along the St. Lawrence. 
They faced severe competition from 
coal imported from Britain as bal¬ 
last In ships, hut managed to work 
up a substantial new trade. 

It never really compensated for 
the lost U S. markets. In 1877 a 
select committee of the House of 
Commons was instructed to en¬ 
quire into the situation. 

Following that inquiry a duty of 
50c a ton was imposed on all im¬ 
ported coal. 

From then on, government aid 
lor the coal industry became an 
accepted principle. 

In the 1920’s both the House at , 
Commons and the Senate devoted g 


coal the maxlmt 


Most important in terms of quan¬ 
tity are Novt Scotia shipments. To 
enable Nova Scotia coal to pene¬ 
trate more deeply into central mar¬ 
kets the government increased aid 
in the ifscal year ending April 1. 
1959. 

The flate rate of 45 per cent of 
freight rates on coal moving by rail 
into Ontario and Quebec was re¬ 
placed by a graduated scale run¬ 
ning from 25 per cent in the Sa¬ 
guenay area to 60 per cent west of 
Montreal. This is widening markets. 

On coal moving by water a flat 
rate had been set. Maximum sub¬ 
vention on Nova Scotia coal mov¬ 
ing by water and rail is $2.25 a 
ton, an increase of 50c a ton this 
year. 

To find new outlets for Western 
coal would mean moving it to Ont¬ 
ario at a subvention of a flat $9 
or more a ton. Comtois told the 
House new outlets for reasonable 
tonnage are being investigated but 
time and care must be taken to as¬ 
sure that trade is built on a firm

Comtois pointed out that the 
Royal Commission report on coal 
concluded there must be some lim¬ 
it to the assistnee provided. 

The Commission suggested that 
the subvention should be in rela¬ 
tion to the cost of imported coal. 

“Though we agree,’’ Comtois said 
“it is the feeling of this govern¬ 
ment that present conditions have 
justified assistance at rates some¬ 
what higher than those completed 
by the Commission.”

The greatest sum yet raisedjiu 
this province in the annual Can¬ 
cer Crusade was subscribed by the 
people of Alberta this year, it was 
announced in Edmonton recently 
by Fred Kenny, Calgary, president 
of the Alberta division of the Ca¬ 
nadian Cancer Society at a meet¬ 
ing honoring the research work¬ 
ers in the Dr. John S. McEacheru 
Cancer Research Laboratory, built 
by the Cancer Society through pub¬ 
lic support of the Cancer Crusade. 

Mr. Kenny reported that $303,- 
372.93 had been received by the 
Society’s 400 branches and units 
throughout the province, oversub¬ 
scribing the objective of $300,000 
by a little more than one per cent. 

Over $70,000 wos directed to re¬ 
search into cancer’s causes and 
cures, and at the meeting a giant 
size cheque over ten feet long for 
$51,345, representing Alberta's con¬ 
tribution to the National research 
program, was presented ot Dr. H. 

E. Rawllnson of Edmonton, presi¬ 
dent of the National Cancer Insti¬ 
tute of Canada, the Society’s pro¬ 
fessional research affiliate which 
co-ordinates and controls all fun¬ 
damental cancer research in Can¬ 
ada. This was the largest single 
grant ever made for cancer re¬ 
search in Alberta. The Cancer So¬ 
ciety acts as the fund raising body 
for the Institute. At the present 
time, it was revealed, eight re¬ 
search projects, in addition to re¬ 
search underway in the McEacheru 
Laboratory, are underway in this 
province and supported by the So¬ 
ciety through the Institute. They 
include two projects of Dr. R. K 
Brown working with indole deriva¬ 
tives; Dr. K. Kowalewski with 
studies of radio active sulphur in 
cancer in rats; Dr. R. A. L. Mao- 
Beth studying steroid hormoues, 
and projects underway by Dr. E. T. 
Pritchard, Dr. R. B. Sandln and Dr. 
Jules Tuba, all at the University 
of Alberta, and Dr. E. D. Wenllos 
of the MIsericordia Hospital, Eld- 
monton. In addition Dr. E. Trian- 
taa of the University’s Department 
ot Biochemistry received one of 
the Institute's Research Fellow¬ 
ships amounting to $5,000. The ts- 
tal amount, spent by the Institute in 
Alberta this year will be $39,699. 

It was announced at the meet¬ 
ing that over $90,000 had been 
allocated to a wide-spread educa¬ 
tional program aimed at creating 
an awareness of cancer’s dangers, 
and the hope for cure through ear¬ 
ly detection. Public meetings, filmB, 
newspaper features, radio, televi¬ 
sion, literature, exhibits and many 
other media were used in further¬ 
ing this* aspect of the Society’s 
work, which Mr. Kenny described 
as “saving lives today, while we 
look for research to come up with 
the final answer tomorrow." 

The Society’s patient care and 
welfare program spent a record 
$124,000 it was reported, and grat¬ 
ification was expressed over the 
low cost of the Cancer Crusade 
which, at slightly less than $13,000 
was about 4c to collect each “can¬ 
cer dollar". Credit for the low 
cost of fund raising and admini¬ 
stration was given to the thousands 
of volunteer “cancer crusaders” 
described as the backbone of the 
Society. 

Dr. U. D. Margolus, who repre¬ 
sented the Alberta Division of the 
Society at the 3rd annual National 
Cancer Research Conference held 
in Honey Harbor, Ont., last June, 
was the main speaker. 

Dr. Margolus is himself active in 
laboratory cancer research at the 
McEachern Laboratory. 

The speaker described the con¬ 
ference’s chief aim as "giving sci¬ 
entists working in various aspects 
of cancer research a better orienta¬ 
tion of the broad field of cancer 
control." 

Progress in research in genetics, 
the influence of viruses in cancer, 
and developments in research into 
the cause and cure for leukemia 
were described by Dr. Margolus. 

On Saturday morning the Soci¬ 
ety's board of directors, which met 
in Edmonton last week-end, visited 
the McEachern Research Labora¬ 
tory for an inspection of research 
facilities and a demonstration of 
the many projects now underway.

ated by the Association in Calgary 
and Edmonton have provided 27,- 
777 free chest X-rays since they 
ware opened in April, 1957, and 
daily attendances indicate they are 
providing a useful purpose.’’ 

“Tuberculosis can be cured very 
quickly,” Mr. Jardine said, “if it is 
discovered and treated early and 
this is the most practical method 
of getting rid of the scourge of 
tubercuulosis. The sale of Christ¬ 
mas Seals is our only source of 
revenue to carry on this work.”

and adults. 

This year, through their inter¬ 
national association, they formally 
resolved to carry on the fight as 
long as they were needed. 

Starting in November in hund¬ 
reds of Canadian cities, towns and 
villages they’ll be giving their free 
time to the 1958 March for Mus¬ 
cular Dystrophy. Par from being 
satisfied with their record of rals- 



iag over half of the million dollars 
that The Muscular Dystrophy As¬ 
sociation of Canada has invested 
in basic medical research, they say 
they won’t rest until the cause and 
cure are found. 

Their role varies from place to 
place. 

It is usually a house-to-house 
canvass; sometimes they enlist the 
aid of the Boy Scouts and the ser¬ 
vice clubs; of women’s and church 
groups; of fraternities and soror- 
ittea. The eight-foot banner of The 
Muscular Dystrophy Association of 
Canada on their fire trucks and 
firs hallsa proudu emblem of 
th< ir support. And they are always 
ready to spend a morning or after¬ 
noon entertaining young patients 
at their fire halls. 

They do more than their share; 
they’re appealing now to their fel¬ 
low Canadians to match their effort
